While our contemporaries are apparently showing 
less interest in meetings of retail hardware dealers 
than ever before, THe AmericAN ARTISAN has been 
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stimulated to even greater efforts than in the past. 
Take the little item of its lists of “fringe” alone, and its 
zeal in hunting out the bashful convention attendants 
is shown by the fact that it secured 155 names of these 
gentlemen at the Wisconsin convention, and 203 at the 
Ohio convention. 

The apparent unwillingness of our contemporaries 
to meet the heavy telegraphic and other expenses 
which we assume at these gatherings and the inade- 
quacy of their mechanical facilities to handle the large 
amount of copy in the short space of time that we are 
compelled to do at these meetings, still leaves us alone 
in this particular field. 

In the matter of western market reports, superior 
technical articles, amount of space given exclusively 
to hardware week by week and many other points, we 
likewise lead. The advertising world should bear in 
mind that we present them an even more notable op- 
portunity than ever before of placing their wares be- 
fore thousands of dealers who are desirable buyers and 
who never see any other trade paper, 

They should not forget that the standing of an ad- 
vertiser is judged from the quality of the advertising 
medium he employs, and that an advertisement placed 
in the columns of a high-class journal, cannot fail to 
interest a substantial number of buyers and offers con- 
vincing proof that the advertiser is a progressive manu- 
facturer with confidence in his goods. 








GovERNOR DoucLas of Massachusetts has made 
a plea for industrial schools which we trust will be 
heeded by the American people general- 
ly and indorsed by the legislatures in 
other states, at least so far as his recom- 
mendation goes of having a state com- 
mission appointed carefully to consider and report 
upon this subject. We have never been able to ac- 
cept in good faith—that is, on grounds of public ad- 
vantage—the protests that certain labor organizations 
have made against the creation of institutions of this 
class. We can. understand opposition coming from 
those desirous of safeguarding what might be termed 
an industrial monopoly, those who wished to limit in 
every possible way the number of skilled workmen 
that the community possessed, but we have not sup- 
posed that the leaders of the labor organizations ap- 
proved of this narrow line of policy. 

The citizens of Massachusetts as well as those of 
other American states, find themselves to-day in a crit- 
ical position, according to Governor Douglas. Quite 
two-thirds of the boys in that state now under 10 
years of age must, ten or twenty years from this time, 
make their living by engaging in some form of man- 
ual labor. In order that they may succeed, and obtain 
for their services the largest possible remuneration, 
they should be prepared during the years that they 
give to instruction for what is to be their vocation in 
life. Two or three generations ago the apprentice 
system was in common use, and the boy, after he left 
school, was taught in the workshops, under the im- 
mediate eye of his superiors, both the rudiments and 
details of the trade he had set. himself to learn. ‘At 
the present time no such opportunity as this is af-

forded, and the boy who enters a workshop or fac-— 
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tory at the age of 14, 15 or 16 years, is put in a de- 
partment at work on some special machine, and while 
in time he may acquire aptitude in this infinitely nar- 
row range of service, he becomes, so far as a com- 
prehensive knowledge of the business of production 
he is engaged in is concerned, hardly better informed 
than the machine he is operating. 

There can be nothing more mentally deadening than 
routine service of this kind when thus wholly divorced 
from a knowledge of what goes before and: what 
comes after. Industrial training cannot teach to any 
great extent manual aptitude; that has to be ac- 
quired by practical workshop experience; but it can 
impart a knowledge of the various processes of manu- 
facture, it can form the basis for an intelligent apti- 
tude in the work engaged in, such as cannot by any 
possibility be acquired through the industrial methods 
which are now in common use. While the limitations 
of existing methods are strikingly shown in factory 
experience, they are still more plainly brought out in 
those trades associated with building. Either because 
the rules of the trades unions impose restrictions that 
cannot be overcome, or because of other hindrances, 
only a small number of American-born boys can ac- 
quire a working knowledge of these trades, and on this 
account we have the curious spectacle presented of 
having a bonus paid to foreigners who possess this 
knowledge to come in and do this class of work which 
the sons of American citizens would be only too glad 
to learn and do themselves if the opportunity were 
offered them. 

Years ago the ordinary working of the law of sup- 
ply and demand, and the close relationship that existed 
between employer and employed, made the settlement 
of problems such as we have just indicated a relative- 
ly easy matter. At the present time it is not an easily 
settled question, and our delay in finding a proper ad- 
justment of it threatens seriously to impair our in- 
dustrial efficiency. If our producers are lacking in 
keen aptitude for their business, we cannot hope to 
hold our own in the world’s competition, and with a 
decline in this respect on our part would go the falling 
off of the opportunities for employment, even of a 
mechanical kind, that are now held out to young men 
and young women. 

If, by means of industrial schools, millions who are 
to be the workers and producers of America thirty 
or forty years from now could be given a sound 
knowledge of the principles and processes of the 
various industries in which they are to be engaged, 
there is not the least doubt that they would be in a 
position to earn far more than can be earned by a 
similar number at the present day engaged in the same 
lines of production. Can it be possible that the labor 
organizations are opposed to these larger opportunities 
for industrial well-being? Can any man who has at 
heart the welfare of his community believe that it 
would be for the general good if only a few were 
skilled workmen and all the rest were unskilled la- 
borers? Would it not, on the contrary, be better if 
every man and woman engaged in gainful pursuit 
was a skilled worker, while that which constitutes 
the drudgery of life was, through invention, per- 
formed to a far greater degree than it is at the pres-

ent time by purely mechanical instrumentalities? It 
is toward this end that the governor’s proposal would 
lead ,and we certainly trust that to this effort to en- 
lighten the community there will be no short-sighted 
opposition. 








THE pessimist, in comment on our state legisla- 
tures, is apt to say that important legislation is not 
made, but rather mutilated by them. 

Bills Neeg Good bills are prepared by citizens out- 

Analysis. side the legislative bodies, only to be 

amended to their hurt or ruin by the 
legislators. The constructive work is done outside 
the legislature and only destructive work within it. 

That there is some truth in such criticism is unques- 
tioned. Thee fault, so far as it exists, is due partly 
to the bad motives and partly to the ignorance of the 
legislators. The former fault must be remedied at 
the polls. The latter fault may be corrected, in part 
at least, by devices which some states are now attempt- 
ing to introduce. 

Illinois, through the Legislative Voters’ League, is 
attempting to secure senators and representatives of 
higher standards, much as Chicago, has at last secured 
a council that fitly represents the citizenship. But 
Illinois has no organization, either private or public, 
designed to aid the assembly by providing it with in- 
formation or by analyzing the projects before it. Pri- 
vate associations of citizens are interested in special 
bills, but rather spasmodically than systematically. 

In New York the large amount of legislation for 
New York City which is passed by the legislature has 
led the Citizens’ Union to establish a special depart- 
ment for the investigation of all bills which in any 
way bear on the city’s interests. A committee of fifteen 
lawyers, assisted by an expert secretary who gives ali 
his time to the work, strives to make it certain that 
no bill will pass unless its full meaning and its ulti- 
mate efforts have been first made clear not only to the 
legislators, but to the interested citizens of New York. 
In Wisconsin the state government is itself striving 
to meet the need through its legislative librarian, an 
official whose work has already shown its value. This 
librarian follows the work of all state legislatures, 
gathers information, statistical and descriptive, of all 
kinds, and is prepared to give information or advice 
at short order upon all proposed measures. This win- 
ter he has sometimes had as many as forty calls for 
information in a single day. 

Legislative, experts, both private and public, are 
much needed men. The cost of their services would 
be but a trifle in comparison with their value. 








Tue Collinsville, Ill., Retail Merchants’ Association 
is working in the right direction to defeat parcels post 
legislation. We append a copy of letter sent by them 
to the members of Congress on this matter, and com- 
mend it to other associations, as work along this line 
by each member of every local association will surely 
defeat the pernicious bill. 

“We object to the proposed parcels post or anything 
else that tends to keep the farmer on the farm. 

“Prosperity depends on a healthy movement of raw 
and finished product. If the farmer comes to town, 
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sees what the progressive world is wearing and using 
and hears these new products explained by our sales- 
men, he begins to want more and more and buys more 
and more, thus increasing consumption and making 
the wheels of commerce spin. If he can buy necessi- 
ties by mail and have them delivered by mail he will 
stay at home, lose interest in and desire for the com- 
forts (to him luxuries) and he will buy less and less 
because he wants less and less and the wheels of 
commerce will rust. 

“As we see it, retailers not only buy and hold mer- 
chandise for the convenience of the consumer, but 
by showing, talking and using it oursc!ves, we create 
desire for such merchandise, and desire must precede 
demand. 

“We are not wholly selfish in our objection to the 
proposed parcels post.” 





DurinG no other period in the history of German 
manufacturing has there been more careful study of 
business conditions at large and more effort to meet 
these conditions than during the past twelve months. 
Combinations of capital and trade agreements be- 
tween heretofore’ competing concerns have been 
formed with much publicity and frank admissions as 
to the necessity of such combinations and the part they 
seem destined to play in the future of manufactures 
and commerce. 

Reports of chambers of commerce and trade publi- 
cations show a continuation of that intelligent study 
of foreign markets and their demands in which Ger- 
many stands pre-eminent among continental nations. 
Possibly no other nation has at easy reach such a mass 
of valuable information about the trade requirements 
of other parts of the world as this one. The undoubt- 
ed aim is to add to and to utilize this knowledge as 
rapidly as possible. 








MANUFACTURERS’ material formed more than one- 
half of the total imports into the United States in the 
month of January, and about 46 per cent for the seven 
months of the fiscal year which ends with January. 
The January record of imports of manufacturers’ ma- 
terials is exceptionally large, and shows a marked in- 
crease over January of last year. 

The principal articles composing the imports for use 
in manufacturing are raw silk, wool, fibers, tin, india 
rubber, and hides. Of tin, in pigs, bars, blocks, etc., 
the imports of the seven months ending with January 
were 43,621,612 pounds, against 39,714,841 pounds 
in the corresponding months of last year, while for the 
single month of January, 1905, the total was 6,179,983 
pounds, against 4,677,339 pounds in January of last 
year. 








In a recent debate in the Canadian Commons, Post- 
master-General Sir William Mulock, on being ques- 
tioned about the parcel post section of the public serv- 
ice, stated that the cost of carrying parcels and papers 
showed a deficit. Since the parcels post does not pay 
its way in Canada, it certainly will not pay its way in 
this country, and there is no reason why special priv- 


ileges should be granted for the approbation of the ,

PREVENTING LOSSES FROM LIGHTNING. 





Mutual insurance has taken a great hold with farm- 
ers as well as with the hardware fraternity and a num- 
ber of farmers’ mutual insurance companies have been 
formed. We were surprised recently in looking over 
the report of the Kossuth County, la.,° Mutual Insur- 
ance Co. to note the surprising amount of losses caused 
by lightning.

THE GROSSIUS FURNACE. 








The accompanying illustration shows the inside view 
of the Nos. 360 and 420 furnaces, made by the John 
Grossius F ur- 
nace Co., Cin- 
cinnati, O. This 
is a heavy, dur- 
able cast iron 
furnace with 
sheet steel self- 
cleaning radia- 
tor, so con- 
\ structed that ev- 
ery point is sub- 
= jected to a pow- 
erful heat. The 
’ ash pit is deep 
and _ spacious, 
not being’ liable 
to choke up 
with ashes, and allowing a free circulation of air un- 
der the grate to prevent any possibility of its warping. 
The grate is a most simple, efficient and easy operat- 
ing arrangement with upright levers. Arranged to 
tilt towards the front, either partly or wholly, it can 
easily be operated so as to dislocate any clinkers that 
should accumulate. In operating this grate the ash 
door and draft door is closed, allowing no dust or 
ashes to escape into the cellar. All the gear work of 
grate is contained in the ash pit, and no levers or 
cranks extend into the air-chamber of furnace. When 
the furnace is set up with all joints packed with as- 
bestos cement, there is no possibility of dust escaping 
into the air-chamber to be drawn up into the house. 
The fire pot is made very heavy, and with extra large 
cup-joints. The construction of these cup joints re- 
lieves the fire pot and upper section of the strain 
caused by the expansion and contraction of the metal 
as it alternately warms and cools. The pin-radiating 
feature adds’ doubly to its radiating power, keeping 
the pot from becoming overheated, making it prac- 
tically self-protecting. The fire pot is constructed 
nearly strajght up and down, which prevents the ashes 
from forming on the sides and deadening the fire. The 
feed door or crab section is divided up by its neces- 
sary flue openings into the top radiator.

This 
line represents a damper rod and the circle is the 
handle. Moulds A and B can be regarded as dam- 
pers. Turn the handle and the damper will revolve 
as a damper in a pipe, and the wall line of each mould 
will be vertical if the handle is revolved go’. 

Revolve mould B te vertical position by turning 
the handle go°. Then -swing mould B to position 
180°-4. The base 9-10 of the moulding revolves on 
the small circle and stops on the diameter, the wall 
line being perpendicular to ground line. To show the 
shape of the moulding it must -be revolved go° to 
appear on the paper, and then the mould occupies the 
position 180-4, the wall line of the mould coincides with 
the ground line. Mould A, being revolved to a ver- 
tical position when mould B was revolved, must be 
thrown back on the paper to its former position. The 
curved part of the mould A is spaced off into points. 
The angle corners of the plane surfaces of the mould 
are other points established by the shape of the mould. 
Through the points on the surface of mould A, 0, I, 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, draw parallel lines parallel 
to ground line, cutting the surface of mould B in its 
revolved position. The lines I have just drawn rep- 
resent a continuous mould in length equal to the diam- 
eter of the circle. A is the profile. I will intersect 
the mould by a vertical diameter 6-D-9g0. This line 
in projection drawing is a plane perpendicular to 
both planes of projection. The ground line is a hori- 
zontal diameter. The angle is 180°, being measured 
on a semicircumference. The angle of intersection 
is go°, one-half of 180°, or a quadrant. Those two 
mouldings join together to form an angle of 180°. 
The cutting plane cuts through all the points on the 
surface of the mouldings. Those points are all pro- 
jected on the horizontal trace, 6-D, each point being 
found its proper distance from ground line—that 
distance is shown in the profile—measuring from the 
wall line to face of mould. O-1 is the extreme projec- 
tion, 2 is projected in the same point, 10-O are pro- 
jected in ground line at D. The other points are 
found where the parallel line drawn through the points 
intersect the intersecting line 6-D. 


PATTERN. 

Space the distances 0, I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 
on a straight line as shown. Draw a line through O 
parallel to ground line. That part of the mould in- 
dicated by O is tangent to the paper at the line through 
O on pattern lines as a moulding by its formation is 
made up of parallel bends, in flattening out on the pa- 
per, which is called development, each line will be 
parallel to the line drawn through O. The spaces 
between lines is equal to the distance between the con- 
secutive points on the surface of the mould, as shown; 
therefore the lines are properly shown in development. 
Each projected point will be found on the pattern 
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sheet in its proper place, on the line 6-D continued 
principle. The intersection between two mouldings 
of the same-profile, a butt joint develops into a straight 
line. The base of each mould lies in the same hori- 
zontal plane. Next problem: 

Revolve mould B to a vertical position and swing 
back to A?*, 2nd angle. 

In this position the problem is the ordinary square 
mitre intersection between two mouldings same shape, 
joining so as to form a right angle in plan. The lines 
previously drawn through the points in the surface of . 
mould A will be used. The angle of intersection is 
one-half of a right angle 45°. The cutting plane is 
the line E-D-10. To read the position of the cutting 
plane for all problems in which the cutting plane cuts 
through the projection of the mouldings. 

The horizontal trace of the cutting plane is perpen- 
dicular to the horizontal plane of projection. The 
vertical trace is perpendicular to the ground line. The 
cutting plane is then stated. Perpendicular to the 
horizontal plane, inclined to the vertical. I will now 
state those parallel lines drawn through the points on 
the surface of the mould A are called auxiliary planes,

Points I-2 are projected in the same point. One point 
answers for 7-6, also 9-8 in one point. The auxiliary 
lines being parallel to ground line which each auxiliary 
line intersects the line D-E is the projection of the 
point through which the auxiliary line is drawn in 
the profile as shown.

TIN PRODUCTION OF THE WORLD. 





According to recent German returns, the tin pro- 
duction of the world amounted to 93,093 tons in 1903, 
an increase over the preceding year of 2,916 tons. Ac- 
cording to these returns, 75 per cent of all tin comes 
from southeastern Asia, the following being the esti- 
mated output of the several colonies and countries: 
Malacca, 54,797 tons; Banca and Billiton, 20,060 tons ; 
Bolivia, 9,500 tons; Australia, 4,191 tons; Cornwall, 
4,150 tons; all cther places, 395 tons. 

Although the production of tin has increased regu- 
larly from year to year, the output is not sufficient to 
supply the demand, as the stock on hand in the most 
important tin markets has constantly decreased. The 
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United States consumes 43 per cent of the total tin 
production; Great Britain, 28 per cent; the other 
European countries, 22 per cent, and India and China 
together, 7 per cent. It is surprising that the United 
States, which during recent decades has made such 
enormous progress in exploiting its mineral resources 
is not yet a factor in the production of tin, although 
considerable deposits are said to exist in South Dakota, 
Wyoming, and in North and South Carolina.

DETERIORATION IN GRATES. 


. 





The principal cause which contributes to the rapid 
burning out of the grate bars in a boiler is the action 
of the furnace heat, which will in time destroy any set 
of grates, but the want of a proper flow of air through 
the grates will cause overheating whether it occurs 
through too little air-space in the grates themselves, or 
by thesespaces becoming obstructed through any cause, 
thus preventing the cooling effect of the air on its pas- 
sage to the fire. Another reason is found in the impuri- 
ties of the coal, and especially in the chemical combina- 
tions of sulphur and iron, which impurities are found 
in more or less quantity in all coals. The Practical 
Engineer says any coal which forms an easily fused 
clinker will injuriously affect the grates.—Ex. 
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Trade 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

From present indications it may safely be predicted 
that all records will be broken by the consumption and 
production of iron and steel during 1905. In most 
products, the demand for specifications alone is keep- 
ing pace with capacity of the mills. New business for 
deliveries before the end of the first half is considered 
by very few mills. It is estimated that the present 
pig iron output is going on at the annual rate of 21,- 
500,000 tons. In spite of this unprecedented produc- 
tion, prices are very firm and melters are stocking up 
heavily. Bessemer steel is selling especially well in all 
sections of the country. The fact that the meeting of 
Southern interests recently held for the purpose of ccn- 
solidation resulted in nothing definite, caused not the 
slightest change in the aspect with which buyers re- 
gard present prices and it is accordingly evident that 
prices rest on a sound, natural basis. Plates are in 
very strong demand, the South Chicago mill reporting 
that no deliveries can be shipped sooner than two 
months from the date on which orders are placed. 
Rails are selling freely and manufacturers confess that 
there is almost a congestion of orders. No noteworthy 
orders were placed during the week just ending how- 
ever. Billets, steel bars, structural steel, merchant 
steel, and sheets are selling far ahead of all predictions. 
A great part of the orders for these products is from 
the jobbing trade, who, as if by concerted action, fore- 
told the enormous present demand last fall and sent in 
extremely heavy orders. Bar iron and old materials 
are the only weak products on the list, though the 
former has strengthened somewhat since the recent 
advance in steel bars. The price of 1.65c, Chicago, can 
be shaded $1 per ton. 


PIG IRON. 

From the East come reports indicating that from 
seventy-five to a hundred thousand tons have been 
placed in large blocks by furnaces in the Lehigh and 
Schuylkill Valleys. In spite of these heavy purchases, 
iron in these districts is said to be weaker than in any 
other section of the country owing to the tremendous 
stocks held in reserve by the mercnant furnaces. The 
Steel Corporation has closed a deal for forty thousand 
tons of Bessemer for quick delivery at Pittsburgh. In 
Chicago a revival of activity in foundry trade is re- 
ported and a better sentiment as to present prices. 
It will be remembered that January and the greater 
part of February, buyers were deterred from filling 
their demands to a great extent by the suspicion that 
prices were being held unnaturally high and that they 
would fall with the progress of the year. Instead of 
declining, prices maintained their own and more. Now 
it is freely predicted that not many weeks will pass 
before a sharp advance will be made. A considerable 
amount of Southern iron was sold during the week on 
the basis of $13.50, Birmingham, mostly for deliveries 
during the second half, though it is the desire of all 
furnaces to confine their sales as much as possible to 
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Report. 








the second quarter. Sales have been made on the 
basis of $14, Birmingham, for No. 2 foundry, but no 
heavy buying has been done at this price. Northern 
irons are exceptionally strong at $17.50, Chicago. At 
this price deliveries can be obtained for any delivery 
during the year. 

“Notwithstanding the heavy production during the 
month of February, stocks were considerably reduced. 
Foundrymen in general report good business, and the 
jobbing trade give the impression that they are not 
much concerned at the prospect of higher prices for pig 
iron, believing that if business holds out as they now 
expect it to do they can easily pay the advance. 

“Coke prices are firm, with a disinclination on the 
part of sellers to contract ahead at present prices.” 





SHEETS. 


There is little to report regarding the condition of 
this market. Demand continues of very ample pro- 
portions. Prices have strengthened to such a degree 
that the time at which a rise will take place is in the 
very near future. Large sellers believe that the de- 
mand warrants an advance of $2 per ton on box 
annealed. Jobbers report heavy selling. Hardware

Prices are very weak and only the fact that no new 
lists are on the market prevents their sinking to a lower 
level.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


_ The enormous buying of last fall filled up retailers’ 
stocks to a very large extent and, until these are de- 
pleted by an active demand by consumers, it is fruitless 
to expect that retailers will do much buying. Spring 
has shown signs of proximity, but has not yet been 
enough in evidence to warrant any greatly increased 
buying on the part of consumers. Until it does, condi- 
tions will remain about as they are now—comparative- 
ly calm with indications of a very heavy demand as 
soon as warmer weather has set in. R. G. Dun & Co. 
report that bank exchanges reached record breaking 
proportions during the week ending March 4, 1904. 
They say further that the retail trade was consider- 
ably stimulated by the warm wave of ten days ago. 
Staple goods sold freely for prompt delivery, and large 
accessions were made to the numbers of visiting buy- 
ers. Transactions in the principal jobbing lines be- 
came active and promise to continue so. The report 
says furthermore that agricultural communities have 
prospered, cash prices of all farm products maintain- 
ing profitable positions, though the speculative markets 
are erratic. Commercial failures last week in the 
United States were 245, against 252 the week before, 
258 the week preceding and 236 the corresponding 
week of last year. The liabilities for the failures in 
February were, however, much less than a year ago. 
Failures reported in the Chicago district were twenty- 
one, against thirty the week before and twenty-three

a year ago. 


From these figures and others showing 
a like tendency it may be assumed that conditions dur- 
ing the present year are slightly better than a year ago, 
with the prospect of improving still more.

WIRE AND WIRE GOODS. 


Wire and wire products are selling better, perhaps, 
than the actual consumptive demand warrants, because 
of the impending advance in prices. The early warm 
weather brought with it an unusually large volume 
of business and gives a small idea of what the’ de- 
mand will be when spring has actually arrived. Cut 
nails are not selling so well as their wire brothers, 
prices for both brands being the same. A heavy de- 
mand for barb and smooth fence wire is reported 
from Western districts, but the East shows diminished 
requirements. Prices, however, are in all cases very 
strong and though conditions do not seem to warrant 
advances in the very near future, the heavy require- 
ments, which will undoubtedly be filled during the next 
two months, will probably raise the schedule. It is 
said that some gauges in galvanized fence wire are very 
hard to obtain. 





LINSEED OIL. 


An advance of 2c on city oil and of Ic to 1%c per 
gallon on State and Western oil has been announced by 
manufacturers. This market is at present in a very 
unsettled condition with buyers declaring that prices 
are being upheld by artificial means and crushers 
maintaining that no profits are to be obtained by sell- 
ing goods at current rates. The demand is practically 
nil at any price, but in spite of this fact another ad- 
vance is looked for at an early date.
